Senator Fined 
As Drunk Driver 
PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
See. Paul J. Fannin, R-Ari.z, 
was fined $110 Monday and 
sentenced to one day in jail on 
a drunken driving charges. 
Superior Judge Williby Case 
Jr. said the jail sentence was 
mandatory under state law. He 
gave Fannin 30 days within 
which to report for serving his 
jail time. 
Fanning was arrested last 
Nov. 17 by an officer who later 
accused the senator being 
abusive and threatening his job. 
A breathanalyzer test indicated 
a blood alcohol content of .13.5 
per cent. The legal limit is .10. 
But the charge was dismissed 
after three doctors submitted 
affidavits stating that Fannin 
was taking a medicine, zylo- 
prin, which could affect the 
test. 
This was disputed by a police 
chemist, and the dismissal 
caused controversy. A grand 
jury began an investigation of 
the circumstances, and County 
Attorney Moise Berger reinstat­ 
ed the charges last week. 
In a court appearance Mon­ 
day, Fannin pleaded guilty. He 
has denied improper conduct 
but said the guilty plea should 
end the controversy and permit 
him to devote time to more 
important matters. 
Hogs Take 
Jump Of $3 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
Hog prices climbed sharply in 
Indiana livestock markets again 
today, reaching a top of $58.25 
at Indianapolis and $58.50 at 
Evansville. 
Barrows and gilts were $2 to 
$3 
higher 
at 
Indianapolis, 
$2.50 to $3 up at 70 state rural 
markets, and $3 to $3.50 higher 
at Evansville. 
Spring lambs were $5 lower 
than Monday at Indianapolis, 
while cattle receipts remained 
low and prices mostly steady to 
$1 lower at Indianapolis on 
steers and heifers, $2 lower on 
cows and $4 to $5 lower on bulls. 


Slayer Of Trooper In Decatur 
County Dies In Prison Blast 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) 
— A life term convict burned 
to death in his cell Monday 
night, apparently while making 
bombs for use in an escape 
from Indiana State Prison by 
four desperate prisoners, War­ 
den Russell Lash said today. 
J a m e s Lee Collins, 25, 
sentenced 
from 
Dearb o rn 
County six years ago as an 
accessory in the Decatur County 
slaying of an Indiana State Po­ 
lice trooper, was dead of burns 
after a flash fire and a series 
oí explosions 
Lash said a subsequent inves­ 
tigation revealed that Collins 
and three other prisoners, two 
of them lifers, had planned a 
prison break Wednesday night. 
“We have the other three in­ 
mates locked up in seclusion 
areas of the prison," Lash said. 
“According to our information, 
they were going to try to break 
out tomorrow night. They were 
going 
to 
throw homemade 
bombs at the guard towers, 
and if that didn’t work they 
would use homemade pistols." 
Lash said five homemade pis­ 
tols and shotgun pistols and 29 
.410 gauge shotgun shells were 
found in the cells of Collins and 
the other three suspected con­ 
spirators along with inflamm­ 
able material used to make 
bombs. 
Also confiscated from t h c 
four cells were parts of a ladder 
made of chain and pipe which 
Lash said the men intended to 
use to scale the wall if their 
break got that far. 
The cells where the four lived 
were in different areas of the 
prison. All four are white, Lash 
said. 
Collins apparently died out­ 
right, Lash said. He was dead 
when the prison doctor arrived 
in the cell. The La Porte County 
coroner also was called and re­ 
sponded. 
Collins was sentenced at Law- 
renceburg where his case was 
sent on a change of venue from 
Decatur County at Greensburg 
where, on June 1, 1967, Trooper 
Kokomo Girl, In Need Of Blood 
Transfusion, Sought As Runaway 
KOKOMO, Ind. (UPI) — A 
j 7-year-old Kokomo girl, despon­ 
dent over a chronic illness and 
in need of a blood transfusion 
by Thursday, was sought today 
as a runaway from her home. 
Police said they were asked 
by the parents of Cheryl Marie 
McDonald to look for her and 
Iter 16-year-old boyfriend, Kevin 
Dodd of Kokomo, who have 
teen missing since midmorning 
“londay. 
They apparently left in Dodd’s 
1967 gold-and brown Buick Le- 
Nabre, according to Mr. and 
Mrs. Raymond McDonald, the 
girl’s parents. 
Doctors said Cheryl suffers 
from a disease known as idio­ 
pathic hyproplastic anemia, an 
raiment of the blood in which 


there is an insufficiency of 
white corpuscles and a loss of 
hemoglobin. 
The McDonalds said t h e i r 
caughter was despondent over 
her illness and feared she would 
tie, although her doctor was 
quoted as saying she had a 
“fighting chance." She requires 
a transfusion by Thursday, they 
said.The nature of the disease is 
.‘uch that if Cheryl is bruised a 
fatal hemorrhage could result. 
The McDonalds said Cheryl 
had packed a suitcase a n d 
left without saying where she 
was going. 
Indiana State Police notified 
area radio stations and newspa­ 
pers asking their help in locat­ 
ing the girl and her friend. 


William Rayner was shot to 
death. 
The fire occurred around 
11:15 p.m. EST. It caught Col­ 
lins’ clothing afire, Lash said, 
and set off explosions among 
the contraband material in the 
cell. 
Lash declined to reveal th e 
names of the other three pri­ 
soners he said were involved in 
the plot. But he said three of 
the four were life term convicts 
and all were desperate. 
Connei'Hville 
Truck Shipment

CONNERSV1LLE, Ind. (UPI) 
— A $7,000 shipment of auto­ 
matic dishwashers was hijack­ 
ed from a truck transporting 
them from a ConnersvilJe manu­ 
facturing firm to Wisconsin last 
week, Indiana State Police said 
today, 
The shipment, made up of 30 
to 35 units, were made by De­ 
sign &, Manufacturing Corp. 
here. The dishwashers were dis­ 
covered missing Monday from 
a truck which had been parked 
near New Castle since last Fri­ 
day night. 
Police said the shipment left 
ConnersvilJe Friday aboard a 
Mid American Freight L i n e s 
truck. The truck was found 
parked one-haIf mile west of 
New Castle just off Indiana 38. 
The seals were broken, a n d 
the products were gone, appa­ 
rently transferred to another 
truck. 
2 Reformatory

Hitchhikers To 
Be Picked Up 
In Marion Co. 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
Marion County Sheriff Lee R. 
Eads reiterated his orders to 
deputies Monday to pickup and 
bring in any hitchhikers discov­ 
ered in this metropolitan com­ 
munity, warning that hitchhikin 
can be a “dangerous situation." 
Eads issued the orders follow­ 
ing the beatings of two hitch­ 
hikers here last week and the 
mass murders of young boys in 
Houston, where many of the vic­ 
tims were discovered to have 
been runaways. 
“Hitchhiking has become a 
serious crime problem," Eads 
said. “Not the act of ‘thumb­ 
ing’ itself, but the crimes that 
are committed during it." 
Eads said hitchhikers would 
be taken into custody for ques­ 
tioning if “for no other reason 
than to let their parents know 
where their kids are." 
Deputies will call the parents 
of any young hitchhikers brough 
in for questioning, Eads said, to 
tell them where their children 
are. 
“It is just so dangerous to 
everybody concerned,” he said. 
“The hitchhiker can be beaten 
or killed, or the driver could 
be attacked. It is a situation 
where everybody eventually 
looses.” 
Eads said his deputies will en­ 
force the “pick up" order, al­ 
though none of the hitchhikers 
will actually be under arrest un­ 
less the person is discovered 
wanted by other police agencies. 
Last summer, a court order 
forbade the deputies from stop­ 
ping hitchhikers, but it has ex­ 
pired. 
Two hitchhikers have b e e n 
killed along Interstate 465 on the 
west side of Indianapolis t h i s 
year, and an 18 year-old Provi­ 
dence, R.I., girl remains in cri­ 
tical condition in an Indianapo­ 
lis hospital after she was brutal­ 
ly beaten in the face with a 
hammer last week and left for 
dead in a. cornfield west of here. 
She and her male traveling 
companion who was also beaten 
had been abducted near here. 
Any hitchhikers taken to sher­ 
iff’s headquarters in downtown 
Indianapolis will have to pro­ 
vide their own transportation 
back to the interstates, the nor­ 
mal picking up point for thumb- 
ers. 
“We aren't running a taxi ser­ 
vice," Eads said.

Junked Vehicle 
Ordinance To 
Be Enforced 
Police Chief Robert Miller 
advises that in the next few 
days, enforcement of the new 
abandoned vehicle ordinance 
enacted by the city council will 
begin. 
The ordinance was designed 
to clear the city of vehicles 
which no longer are operating 
or operable and which clutter 
up the appearance of various 
neighborhoods. 
Miller says there are several 
descriptions which constitute an 
abandoned automobile under the 
ordinance, and lists three most 
common: 
1. An automobile on public 
p r e m i a e s , 
not 
licensed, 
registered, or properly certified 
to be driven on the highway. 
2. An automobile which is 
parked or located on public 
property and not moved for a 
period of seven days. 
3. An automobile over five 
years of age and in unoperabie 
condition and unattended, on 
private property and visible 
from public premises for a 
period of 30 days or more. 
Copies of the ordinance are 
on file with the City Clerk- 
Treasurer or at the Rushville 
Police Department, Miller said. 
Violation of the ordinance 
constitutes a misdemeanor, and 
conviction carries a fine of up 
to $5(1 fine, imprisonment for 
five days, or both. Each day 
of failure to comply with the 
ordinance following conviction 
constitutes a separate offense, 
the chief said. 
After notification to remove 
a vehicle, violation could cause 
the owner to lose registration 
rights to any other vehicle he 
may own, Miler stated. 
Chief Miller said that ft is 
his advice that anyone who has 
a vehicle or vehicles covered 
by the ordinance should have 
them towed away at his own 
expense at once. 
Brenda Traps 
Ship, 25 Men 
MIAMI (UPI) — Hurricane 
Brenda 
slammed 
into 
the 
isolated lower Mexican Gulf 
coast today with 100 m.p.h. 
winds after whipping seas to a 
fury and leaving 25 crewmen 
trapped aboard a sinking Greek 
freighter. 
The National Hurricane Cen­ 
ter reported the center of the 
mighty storm moved inland 
just before 9 a.m. EDT in the 
state of Tabasco, about midway 
between the city of Carmen and 
the village of Hermosa. 
No reports have been re­ 
ceived from the area since late 
Monday. 
Fore casters said the storm 
was 
expected to lose its 
strength rapidly when it hits 
the southeastern M e x i c a n 
mountains. 
The U.S. Coast Guard report­ 
ed the 441-foot Greek freighter 
Yucatan had radioed an SOS 
saying it was trapped in the 
storm.

I] Suspect In Nixon Threat 
Fires At Federal Agents

The Secret Service’s disclo­ 
sure of a “possible conspiracy" 
to assassinate President Nixon 
in New Orleans was generally 
discounted today by police for 
lack of evidence. The President 
himself 
called the episode 
“ridiculous." 
The Secret Service made its 
announcement Monday an hour 
before Nixon left Florida for 
New Orleans to address the 
Veterans 
of Foreign 
Wars 
n a t i o n a l convention. Nixon 
refused to call off the trip but 
agreed to switch his motorcade 
off famed Canal Street. 
The disclosure was the first 
by the Secret Service during 
Nixon’s presidency of a threat 
against his life. Only bare 
details were revealed by the 
Secret Service, 
which also 
asked New Orleans police to 
pick up a former policeman 
who tried to attack Nixon’s 
limousine three years ago. 
He 
was 
Edwin 
Michael 
Gaudct Jr., 30. He was accused 
in a federal warrant of making 
the threat last Wednesday in 
New Orleans. Gaudct, 
nick­ 
named “ Punchy,” was tracked 
down in New Mexico Monday 
night but fled from officers. 
The Secret Service empha­ 
sized that Gaudct might not be 
involved in the "possible plot." 
Agents in Washington and New 
Orleans declined further com­ 
ment today. 
Gaudet was located 
in a

Service agents tried to arrest 
him, Gaudet grabbed a high-

“They’ll never cancel another 
one." 
Police also said they did not 
believe Gaudet was linked to 
the possible plot disclosed by 
the Secret Service. Gaudet 
allegedly made the threat in a 
drugstore in New Orleans last 
Wednesday. 
The Taos sherif said Gaudet 
had been living in the commune 
for about a year. 
Police officials claimed the 
Secret Service and FBI may 
have overreacted to the possi­ 
bility of an assassination. 
9 Killed In 2 Indiana 
Highway Accidents

Five persons were killed in a 
South Bend area accident early 
today and four others lost their 
lives in a wreck near N o r t h 
Vernon late Monday, raising In­ 
diana’s 1973 traffic fatality toll 
to 1,053 compared with 958 a 
year ago. 
A head-on collision of two 
cars on U.S. 31 about five miles 
south of South Bend at 12:30 a. 
m. killed Alfred Liming, 51, Ar­ 
thur Shidler, 33, and George 
Weidner Jr., all of Rochester, 
Vivian Wentzel, 50, Kewanna, 
and a man whose identification 
was not made public immedi­ 
ately. 
Liming was driving the car 
containing Shidler, Weidner and 
the Wentzel woman and Boyd 
Shidler, 36, Akron, brother of 
Arthur. The man in the other 
car was alone. The lone survi­ 
vor was in critical condition at 
South Bend Memorial Hospital. 
The five were believed driv­ 
ing home from work at the Ben- 
dix Corp. plant at South Bend. 
Investigators said one of th e 
tars was in the wrong lane. All 
the victims had to be cut from 
compacted wreckage. 
The woman was alive when 
removed from the debris but 
died about half an hour after 
reaching the hospital. 
A few hours earlier, at a 
crossing about seven miles west 
of North Vernon in Jennings 
County, four persons were kill­ 
ed when their truck was hit by 


a Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Ireight train. 
The dead were identified as 
James Thomas Wells, 48, h i s 
nephew, Tomy Joe Wells, 14, 
Chester Raymond Brummett, 14, 
and Kevin Vaughn, 14, all of 
Columbus. 
Authorities said the four had 
Iteen in North Vernon buying 
auto tires at a salvage company 
end were heading homeward. 
The driver is believed to have 
bad his vision of the tracks ob­ 
scured by sun. 
Thomas Stiles, 25, Hartford 
City, was killed Monday after­ 
noon on Indiana 18 about two 
miles east of Montpelier in 
Blackford County when his pick­ 
up truck crossed the center line 
and was hit head-on by a large 
truck, driven by Robert Mapes, 
Salem, Ohio, who was uninjured. 
The South Bend area wreck 
raised the St. Joseph County toll 
for the year to 44, moving it 
ahead of Allen County into third 
place among the counties, ex­ 
ceeded only by Marion and 
Lake. 
Donna J. Muse, 17, Indianapo­ 
lis, was killed Monday night in 
a two car collision on U.S. 36 at 
Ingalls in Madison County. She 
was in a car driven by Glenn 
Goddard, 
19, 
McCords ville, 
which collided with one driven 
by Danny L. Johnson, 26, India­ 
napolis. Four were injured. 
Miss Luva Degering, 82, Wa­ 
bash, died today in a F o r t 
Wayne hospital from injuries 
suffered Aug. 8 in a two-car 
collision at the intersection of 
'ndiana 124 and old Indiana 15 
south of Wabash in Wabash 
County. 
Sewage Rate Hike 
Passed; Minimum $4.90 
Trio Charged 
The Rushville City Council 
and Utility Board met Monday 
night for adoption of the new 
rate increase for waste water. 
City Attorney David Malson 
read aloud the new ordinance 
which will grant a rate increase 
for the waste water. 
After the ordinance was read 
and no objections were heard 
from the floor, the council 
passed and adopted the proposal 
and gave approval to advertise 
for bonds. 
According to the ordinance, 
the sewage rates and charges 
will be based on the quantity 
ol water used on or in the 
property or premises subject to 
such rates and charges, as 
same is measured by the water 
meter there in use, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 
The water usage on which the 
amount of said sewage rates 
and charges shall be deter­ 
mined and the rates and 
charges shall be as follows: 
First 350 cubic feet, $1.40; next 
1.650 cubic feet, $1.10; next 4.000 
cubic feet, $ .95; next 7,00 
cubic feet, $ .80; next 12,000 
cubic feet, $ .60; over 25,000 
cubic feet, $ .45. 
The minimum charge for any 
service where the user is a 
metered water consumer shall 
he based on the size of such 
water meter, and shall be as 
follows: % inch meter, $4.90; 
1 inch meter, $9.25; lVí inch 
meter, $20; 2 inch meter $30; 
3 inch meter, $65; 4 inch meter, 
$110; 6 inch meter, $260. 
Domestic users who do not 
have a 
metered municipal 
supply of water shall be 
charged a flat price of $9.80 
per month. 


Other rates and conditions 
affecting 
special 
conditions, 
such as mobile home courts, 
multiple dwellings, and in­ 
dustrial users may be secured 
at the superintendent's office of 
the utility. 
The ordinance was a com­ 
panion to ordinance number 
1 9 7 3 - 22 , 
which 
approves 
issurance of $695,000 in revenue 
bonds to cover the city’s share 
ol the expansion of the sewage 
treatment plant and other 
planned improvements in the 
utility. 
Total cost of the program is 
$2,397,188, withe the federal 
government paying $1,413,695, 
and the state shares to the tune 
Ol $188,493. 
Because part of the program 
involves the new elementary 
school at the north edge of the 
city, 
Rushville 
Consolidated 
Schools will share $100,000 of 
the cost. 
The ordinance to issue the 
bonds was approved on three 
readings by the council July 30, 
following a resolution passed at 
a special meeting of the utilities 
service board that afternoon. 
Maximum allowable interest 
under the ordinance is 6% per 
cent, and maturity begins in 
1975, extending to completion in 
1994. 
The rate hike is a result of 
a study made by a consultant 
engineering firm, and the rates 
must accompany the sale of the 
revenue bonds in order to 
secure necessary income to 
retire the bonds. 
Under the new rate structure, 
the minimum usage would be 
$4.90.

Once again it was the host 
Soviet Union bringing in anoth­ 
er boatload of gold medals— 
this time eight, bringing its 
overall total to 44, while 
Romania was a far-distant 
second with three golds. 
The United States, mean­ 
while, picked up its first two 
golds the hard way—in the 
relays. In the 400-meter relay, 
the team of Thomas Whatley of 
Alabama, Wardell Gilbreath of 
New Mexico J.C., Larry Brown 
of Lincoln College and Steve 
Riddick of Norfolk State sped to 
a new games’ record of 39.1 
seconds in edging the rival 
Russians. 
Then came the game’s first 
"incident.” 
Urchenko Disqualified 
As Soviet anchorman Simeon 
Kotcher 
overhauled 
Dennis 
Schultz of Oklahoma State 
down the stretch of the 1.600 
meter relay, it appeared the 
Americans would have to settle 
for just one track and field gold 
for the entire competition. B<ut 
a disqualification on the Rus­ 
sian’s No. 2 man, Valery 
Urchenko, gave the Americans 
the gold after all. 
"He (Urchenko) grabbed my 
foot as 1 was moving into 
position on the final turn," said 
Darwin Bond of Tennessee, the 
No. 2 U.S. runner "I nearly fell 
over, but just the same, I never 
thought they d have the guts to 
call it.” 
The Russians later protested 
to no avail, but after waiting 
vainly at the awards stands for 
some sort of a decision, the 
U.S... foursome decided to make 
their "presentation” and, in 
unison, leaped, to the first-place 
platform and shook their fists 
triumphantly to the dwindling 
number of spectators still left 
in the stadium. 
The Russians, who finished 
with 17 of the 34 gold medals in 
track and field, added six more 
to their total Monday, including 
the 5,000 meters where Mikhail 
Zhelovoski out kicked Glen He­ 
ro! d of the University of 
Wisconsin. 
“I gave it everything I had,” 
the dejected Herold said later. 
"I guess it just wasn’t enough. 
1 wanted it so bad too.”

The 
glamor 
1,500 - meters 
event, minus many of the 
world’s glamor mil ere, went, to 
Britain’s Frank Clement, who 
out raced another two Universi­ 
ty of North Carolina men—5- 
foot-7 Reggie McAfee and Tonv 
Waldrop — in 3:42.3.

Mays had been in the big 
leagues little more than a year 
then but he al eady had 
enormous appeal. 
When they took him out of 
the game that day at Ebbets 
Field in 1952, announcing that 
he was leaving for the Army, 
even the umpires, who rarely 
show any public emotion, joined 
the fans, in giving Willie an 
ovation. 
Me Returns to Lead NL 
Mays missed almost two full 
seasons, then returned to the 
New York Giants in 1954 and 
batted .345 to lead the National 
League. He also hit 41 homers 
that year and 51 a year later. 
Willie has 660' homers so far 
and it Is entirely conceivable 
had he not. gone off to the army 
he 
might 
have 
hit, 
say 
conservatively, 35 homers in 
1952 and 40 more in 1953. Had 
that been the case, you can 
figure out who the first man to 
break Babe Ruth’s all-time 
record would’ve been 
But Willie Mays never brings 
that up All he says is all credit 
to his good friend, Hank Aaron. 
What Willie hopes to do now 
in these last six weeks of the 
season with the Mets is help 
them win a few ball games and 
keep helping some of their 
younger players.

and 
credibility gaps are partially 
the result of the syndrome. 
Seldom, however, does there 
emerge a simultaneous exam­ 
ple. The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Thomas 
H. Moorer, has provided on*1, 
using a straight face and. with 
obvious sine 
While testifying before 
the 
Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, 
Moorer 
accused 
the 
press of distorting accounts of 
the coverup of U.S. bombing 
activities in Cambodia for 14 
months during 1969 and 1970. 


Dual Reporting System 
“ it would be helpful if we 
could get some straight press 
reporting,” Moorer said, during 
questioning about the cover-up 
of Camboddia bombing. 
He described the practice of 
keeping two reporting systems 
for the 3,600 B52 sorties over 
Cambodia. 
One list, which showed the 
strikes actually took place in 
Cambodia, went to a select few' 
persons in the Pentagon and 
White House. 
The other showed the strikes 
as having taken place in South 
Vietnam and was provided as 
“ a 
cover” 
to 
explain 
the 
missions. Cambodia was sup­ 
posed 
to 
be 
neutral 
and 
Americans weren’t supposed to 
h t bombing there. 
Moorer said this dual report­ 
ing system had been going on 
since 1966 and it was intended 
“for the purposes of replying to 
public queries.” 


Blame the Provider 
Whether the bombing should 
have been 
secret is 
another 
issue. What is relevant here is 
Moorer’s 
justification 
for de­ 
ceiving 
the 
press 
and 
then 
criticizing it for its alleged lack 
of straight reporting. 
The news media has been 
teling the American public ail 
kinds 
of

government-supplied 
informa­ 
tion, including the false stories 


that thousands of sorties were 
{¡own in South Vietnam in 1969 
and 1970 when the planes were 
actually bombing Cambodia. 
Except 
where

taking place, his stories are 
only 
as 
accurate 
as 
the 
information 
supplied to him, 
whether it’s from a source he 
won’t 
identify 
or 
from 
the 
thousands 
of 
news 
releases 
r burned 
out 
by

word merchants. 
If it’s in error, most of the 
time 
you 
can 
blame 
the 
provider, not the bearer, of the 
news. 


Hart Speaks Out

Heart Switch Patient, Keeps Busy

When Louis Russell says “ my 
heart’s 
over 
the 
hump,” 
he 
means he thinks his body is un­ 
likely to reject the donated or­ 
gan he received five years ago. 


Rejection oí a “ toreign” sub­ 
stance by the body has b e e n 
Russell's and his doctor's big­ 
gest worry during his tenure as 
the world’s longest living heart 
transplant recipient. It is be­ 
lieved to be the reason all such 
transplant 
receipients 
before 
him, and many after, h a v e 
died. 
Russell, 
an 
Indianapolis 
school t e a c h e r , received a 
heart transplant Aug. 24, 1968, 
in Richmond, Va., that not only 
removed 
him 
from 
imminent 
threat of death but gave him a 
ncwf zest for helping others as 
well as a new lease on life. 
Despite the fact that he is a 
medical miracle, he is also re­ 
markable for putting in 18 to 
20-hour days raising funds for 
the heart association, speaking 
to groups around the country 
and “doing what I can” to help 
people In trouble.

He nts more or less accepted 
the fact that people he’s never 
met impose on his time or seek 
him out for advice or aid. 
‘Whenever a n o t h e r trans­ 
plant recipient dies, as soon as 
anyone from the press finds out 
about it, they call me to see 
how I’m doing and question me 
on how the news makes me 
fe e l/’ Russell said. He added 
that he also receives a large 
volume of calls from relatives 
01 heart patients and other per­ 
sons who have faced serious ill­ 
ness, each asking him to talk 
to a sick relative to inspire him 
to get well. 
Russell has more or less ac­ 
cepted the fact he is a celebrity 
of sorts but doubts that most 
people 
realize 
what 
he 
goes 
through on a regular basis to 
continue to live. 
“I haven’t had any trouble 
for over four years, but we 
keep a fairly rigid routine to 
make sure everything stays all 
right,” he said. “The doctors 
say 
my 
heart 
is 
over t h e 
hump — meaning that there is 
little chance my body would re 
ject it—but they keep me on 
the steroids to make sure it 
doesn’t.” 
“I could be all right to go off 
the steroids and I would if they 
thought it was okay. The medi­ 
cation is very expensive and I 
pay for it the same way 1 pay 
for the t r i p s to Richmond 
twice a year or any clinics I 
have to visit for blood work.” 
Russell said he did not k n o w 
how much he spends each year 
for medical treatment—“ i put 
it out of my mind until I have 
to file taxes, then forget it after 
filing/* 
However, in addition to t h c 
two trips to the University of 
Virginia 
Medical 
School 
f o r 
tests and evaluation—averaging 
about 10 days each—Russell al­ 
so goes to an Indianapolis doc­ 
tor twice a week, receiving at 
least 
one 
electrocardiograph. 
His diet also includes 15 or 20 
capsules daily, with some of 
the medicine designed to count­ 
er the steroids. 


Many Side Effects 
“ You see, there are a lot of 
negative efTects to the steroids, 
even after they have set t h e 
dosage.’’ Russell said He add­ 
ed that they can cause person­ 
ality chang ■>, skin difficulties, 
ringing in the ears and other 
irritations.

prefer that it stay closer to 170. 
But for all the expense, pain, 
reajudstmcnts to his way of

transplant — because he knows 
without it he would be long 
dead. 
Would he undergo a second 
transplant if some trouble de­ 
veloped with his present heart?

ASCS Adm. 
Speaks Today 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. — The 
American consumer is now part 
of a complex trade network that 
extends far beyond the super­ 
market or department store and 
into the affairs of other nations 
around the world. 
That point was stressed today 
by 
Kenneth 
E. 
Frick, 
ad­ 
ministrator for the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS), the agency that 
a d m i n i s t e r s the federal 
government’s farm commodity 
programs. 
“The U.S. 
consumer is 
a 
world consumer” Frick said. 
“His monetary and commodity 
needs are only a thread woven 
into a world wide economic 
system. That’s why the causes 
of our rising food prices are 
more complex than at first 
apparent’. 
Frick told the ASCS East 
Central 
Regional 
Conference 
here that a major part of the 
food picture is a growing food 
appetite around the globe. He 
noted that not only is the world 
growing by about 80 million 
people a year, but the world’s 
peoples are getting more af­ 
fluent. And increased buying 
power, he said, brings increased 
demand for more and better 
food. 
For example, he said that 
since 1960, america’s overall 
food consumption — per capita 
— has increased nearly eight 
per cent, while during the same 
period our consumption of beef 
Increased by nearly 40 per cent. 
He said other countries are 
experiencing similar trends, as 
reflected in our heavy exports 
of soybeans, grain and other 
feeds to help meet international 
demand for more meat and 
livestock products. 


* * Y e t 
more 
and 
faster 
production is not always under 
man’s complete control,” Frick 
noted. “World food production 
has suffered some devastating 
setbacks the past couple of 
years. Russia's 1972 grain crop 
was frozen by the worst winter 
in half a century, then scorched 
by a summer drought. India’s 
monsoon rains petered out, and 
Peru's fish supply diminished. 
Hero in the United States, an 
incredibly 
wet 
fall 
caused 
problems and last winter's hard 
freezes cut into our cattle and 
swine herds. Then in many 
areas, persistent rains brought 
severo 
flooding 
— 
which 
delayed or even prevented the 
planting of many 1973 crops”. 
This unpredictable chain of 
events, Frick said, has con­ 
tributed 
to 
food 
and 
farm 
product supply problems around 
the world. 
’’Some people ask why we 
* don’t just forget about the world 
situation 
end 
keep 
all 
our 
products at home”, Frick said. 
’’But we must realize that our 
current standard of living would 
«imply 
dissolve 
without 
an 
import-export system. We need 
fuels and raw materials that 
other nations produce. We’ve 
grown fond of their bananas, 
coffee 
and 
shoes. 
We’ve 
developed strong appetites for 
foreign automobiles, television 
sets and other low-cost goods. 
When we keep demanding all 
those foreign products — and 
we do — we should remember 
that American farm products 
are popular elsewhere in the 
world, too. The strong world 
prices on food, are our gain, 
since our farm products are 
among 
the 
most 
attractive 
commodities we have to trade”. 
Even 
with 
domestic 
food 
prices on the rise, Frick said, 
the American 
consumer has 
been spending only about 16 per 
cent of his after-tax income on 
groceries, compared with 23 per 
cent In 1952. 
It should be 
remembered, he said, that there 
has been a pheonomenal rise 
.in the1 consumer’s disposable 
income. 
In 
other 
remarks, 
Frick 
reminded the ASCS Conference 
that Secretary of Agriculture, 
Earl L. Buts is determined to 
remove all restrictions from 
American 
farmers 
and 
en­ 
courage all-out production to 
meet strong market demands. 
"Evidence 
of 
that 
deter­ 
mination, Frick said, is that in 
1974 there will be no set-aside 
of land for feed grains, wheat 
or cotton and maintenance of 
conserving base acreages will 
not 'be required. Moreover, he 
•aid, 
long-term 
retired land 
under the cropland adjustment 
a. n d 
cropland. 
conversion 
programs 
may be used for 
crops next year. 
Frick also noted that during 
the 1974 crop year there will 
be 
a 
Rural 
Environmental 
Assistance Program (REAP) to 
provide cost-sharing assistance 
for farm practices that provide 
long-term 
conservation 
and 
environmental benefits.

So single-handledly she h a s 
started a campaign to save the 
school building attended by the 
late Wendell L. Willkie of El- 
wood and the scene of his 1940 
acceptance speech for the Re­ 
publican nomination for presi­ 
dent. 
Willkie, a native of El wood, 
probably is the best known of 
the presidential nominees w h o 
are native Hoosiers. He failed 
to stop President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt who won an unprece­ 
dented third term by defeating 
the “One World” author. 
Mrs. Grimes was upset when 
she 
learned 
the 
Wendell 
L. 
Willkie School was to be torn 
down for a parking lot. She has 
begun a petition drive to con­ 
vince 
El wood 
school officials 
they shou’d save the building 
and use it as a museum for the 
entire city. 
“ Disgrace to History” 


“ I think it is a disgrace to 
history to tear that building 
down,” Mrs. Grimes said. “We 
are a small city and we have 
nothing like a 
museum. The 
building could be utilized as a 
general museum, not only to 
Willkie but to other Elwood his­ 
tory. We have been having a 
festival here—the Glass Festi­ 
val. Elwood has one of the few 
hand-blown glassworks—the St. 
Clair Glass Works. When people 
come to the festival, it would 
be so much better if we had a 
museum 
so they could 
s e e 
something about the history of 
Elwood.” 
“ I took this on as a personal 
endeavor at first. I went to 
school in the same building and 
I remembered how much it im ­ 
pressed me to know a famous 
person went to school there. I 
am not much of anybody, bu! I 
am an individual who thinks 
history should be preserved. I 
have four children, and that is 
one reason I want to save some 


of this history for them,” Mrs. 


Grimes said. 


Although Mrs. Grimes started 


out as a one-worn an campain- 


er, she now has picked up some 


support. Elwood Girl Scouts are 
assisting her and she is getting 
the signatures on petitions of a 
wide cross - section of Elw'ood 
residents. 


Started at Hospital 
She started her petition at 
the 
Elwood 
Mercy 
Hospital 
where she works as a nurse. 
But among the signers are Mrs. 
Grimes’ 84-year-old uncle, Ros- 
coe Proctor, who also had at­ 
tended the school built in the 
la‘e 1800s, and later dedicated 
in honor of Willkie. 
“I have been told I attended 
the Wi Ikie -'ccptance speech.” 
Mrs. Grimes said “ But I don’t 
remember it. 1 was two years 
old at the time and my father 
told me he held me on his 
shoulder. I guess as many as 
200J001 people were here in E l­ 
wood that day.” 


The school building with its 
legend: 
“The 
Hope 
of 
Our 
Country” is being used as ad­ 
ministrative offices now b u t 
school officials have indicated it 
will be 
torn 
down to 
make 
space for a parking lot. Elwood 
has a new high school to re­ 
place the Willkie school.
